Tt is being sponsored by the Ann- 
ual and the Players Club. 
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At present the total amount of mat- 
riculation scholarships in Canada is 
lw8, 500 a year, the average value of 
a °cholarship is just about $200. or 
the cost of two years tuition at 
University. As the nummber of stud- 
ents in the mati’iculation year each 
year is about 50,000, about one in 
a hundred can win this $200. But 
this is not enough,, and many students 
are forced to give up their schol- 
astic careers. In this way, the com 
try looses a valuable asset in out- 
standing leaders and receives a sur- 
plus of office clerks and day labor- 
ers. 

Scholarships may be awarded before 
student starts his university car- 
eer, or at any time during it. These 
awards fall into three classes. The 
first- class is composed of University 
ntrance Scholarships, and are inte 
ended to markstudents qualified for 
higher education. Scholarships are, 
however, not sufficient to pay a 
quarter of a students year's expenses 
The purpose it should serve therefore 
is quite lost. The second class Are 
Undergraduate Scholarships, their 
cash value is small, and they are 
mainly incentives to good work, and 
often provided by the University 
themselves. There is a definite par- 
allel between the third class, Post 
Graduate Scholarships, and the first 
+ ype. The purpose of the third class 
is to ensure that the best students 
will proceed to advanced studies and 
research.
